THE SINKING FUND. 


Vellow Feverand Alleged Election Frauds 
Discussed by the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, August 22.—In the senate 
Mr. Leck offered as an amendment 
to the house tariff bill an addition- 
al section, suspending until further 
order of congress all laws relating to the sink- 
ing fund, and had it referred to the committee 
onfinance. Mr. Beck also introduced a bill 
to repeal all laws relating to the sinking fund, 
and asked that it lie on the table until he 
could see what would become of his amend- 
ment to the tariff bill. 

Hie said that the four per cent bonds which 
the treasury was purchasing had gone up in 
five months from 125 to 129, and four and a 
half per cent bonds from 106 to Me g The 
meaning of that was that congress had so ar- 
ranged the law that the taxation had to be 
kept up, so as to provide fifty millionsa year for 
a sinking fund, while the treasury had already 
bought over $700,000,000 bonds more than the 
sinking fuud needed. There was only a frac- 
tion over $2060,000,000 thaf could possibly be 
bought before 1907 without paying any pre- 
minm that holders of bonds might ask, and 
there was enough money lying idle in the 
treasury today to pay off every one of the four 
and a half per cent bonds without any embar- 
rassment to the government.

WHERE HE DELIGHTS THE NATIVES. 


Extracts From His Speech Upon the Tariff 
—He is Presented With a Cane— 
Programme for Week, 


Port Hvron, Mich., August 22.—The 
Thurman party, after dinnerat Grosse Pointe 
yesterday, crossed Lake St. Clair in a stiff 
gaic, and arrived at Oakland house, St. Clair 
springs, abene o'clock in the morning. Mr. 
Thurman stood the trip well, although some 
of his companions were seasick while crossing 
the lake, and everybody who ieft the cabin on 
the passage was thoroughly drenched. The 
yacht started from St. Clair springs at 12:30 
and arrived at Port Huron at 2 o’clock. 

Au inimense crowd blocked the street and 
filled up the windows and balconies along the 
way. Port Huron’'s 

TWELVE THOUSAND PEOPLE 

were out in a body, and to the regular popula- 
tion had been added several thousand more 
from all patts of the state. At -the wharf a 
passage was forced through the dense crowd, 
and Judge Thurman and party were escorted 
to carriages by the Port Huron reception com, 
mittee. The procession was then formed and 
marched through the principal streets of the 
city. Over the streetsand in frontof the 
houses along the way were fiags, bauners, 
pictures, and other expressions of goed wishes 
and political vidws of the people. In Pine 
Grove, a beautiful park that lies 
between Port Hurou and Fort Gratiot, a 
speaking stand had been erected, about 
which a large crowd awaited the exercises of 
the afternoon. Fully three thousand people, 
mostly men, were present when the chairman 
called the meeting to order, but several hun- 
dred more eame up during the speech of Judge 
Thurman, and all united in the applause that 
was given the speech and the speaker. 

Mr. O. G. O’ Neill, of Port Huron, introduced 
Judge Thurman, and in doing’so, made a neat

Judge Thurman was greeted with a burst of 


applause from the big crowd. His speech was 
listened to with closest attention and the good 
points were promptly recognized and applaud- 
ed.

He was easily heard throughout the 
entire speech at the outermost edge of the 
crowd as well as close to the stand. He spoke 
off hand, using notes simply for greater ac- 
curacy in giving figures and making guota- 
tions.

The speech lasted for one hour and twenty- 
five minutes, and was almost entirely devoted 
to a discussion of the tariff issue.

President Cleveland Continues Vetoing Bad 
Bills. 

WASHINGTON, August 22.—The president te» 
day returned four private pension bills and 
two bills for the relief of private persons 
to the senate without his approval. 

The bill to pension John W. Reynolds, af 
Qhio, is disapproved on the ground that the 
disability incurred was received while acting 
as a deputy assistant provost marshal, and 
not while in actual military service. 

That to pension David H. Lutman, of Cum- 
berland, Maryland, is vetoed on the ground 
that the medical examination made by the 
board of examining surgeosgs showed the bene- 
ficiary to have no disability whatever. 

Those to pension Sarah C. Anderson and 
Mrs. Margarett B. Todd are returned without 
approval for the reason, as stated by the presi- 
deut, that the disabilities of their husbands 
were the result of their own vices and not dis- 
eases connected with military service. 
eee Ww. 8. Carponies $126 for ser- 
Vic6 as & railway mail service émploye from 
October 3d to November 20th, 1862, ic ‘also re- 
turned without executive approval, the presi- 
dent stating the record shows that Carpenter 
abandoned his mail route about October 20th 
without any leave of absence or explanation at 
the time, leaving his work in charge 
of another postal clerk and that he was dis- 
missed the service for this reason.

Afterwards 
congress relieved the sureties from liability 
upon the bond, The president says this action 
was generous in the extreme, and that it 
seems to him that if the money isto be refunded 
it should not exceed the amount the govern- 
ment actually received. The president thinks 
the public interests would be best subserved 
by granting no further relief than that already 
aiforded. 
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A COLLISION AT SEA, 
In Which a Good Many Lives Are Lost—De- 
tails Are Meagre. 

San Francisco, August 22.—The steamer 
Oceanic, from Hong Kong and Yokohama, 
at10 o’clock this morning, off Fort Point, just 
inside the entrance to this harbor, ran into and 
sunk the steamer City of Chester, which 
sailed this morning for Eureka, Cal., with a 
large number of passengers. She had 71 cabin 
passengers; the number of steerage is not 
known. A thick fog prevailed. It is known 
certainly that a good many lives have been 
lost, but the full extent of the disaster is not 
yet ascertained. 

The accident seems to be due to a misunder- 
standing of the whistle signal. Both vessels 
were whistling. The Oceanic struck the City 
of Chester amidships. While the vessels were 
locked a number of the City of Chester’s pas- 
sengers were passed up over the Oceanic’s bow 
and rescued. In five minutes after the vesseis 
separated the City of Chester sunk. She had 
seventy cabin and twenty-three steerage pas- 
sengers. ‘Ten cabin passengers were lost and 
three of the crew. The steerage passengers 
were allon thelower deck and only two of 
them are known to be saved. The remaining 
twenty-one are supposed to have gone down 
with the vessel. The cabin passengers were all 
on deck. A portion of the passengers were 
taken off the bity of Chester by boats before 
she sunk, but a majority of them were picked 
up out of the water by boats from both steam- 
ers and from the shore.

N. M. Reed, charged with the murder of his 
wife in Tallapoosa county, had a preliminary 
tria) at Alexander City today, and was com- 
mitted to jail without bail to await the action 
of the grand jury. 

Reed is a well-to-do farmer, and lived near 
Alexander City. The witnesses examined 
today testified that Mrs. Reed was upand in 
apparent good health last Friday night 
at supper time, and she was discovered 
dead in bed next morning. eIhe physicians 
who were called on to make an examination 
of the dead body testified that they found 
brnises about her head and blood on the bed 
and her undergarments. They gave it as their 


opinion that Mrs. Reed came to her death 


from suffocation. 

Several witnesses testified that Reed quar- 
reled with his wife, and one witness testified 
that early Saturday morning he heard Mrs. 
Reed scream for hele. Shortly afterwards she 
was found dead It was further developed on 
the trial that Reed’s sister-in-law, Miss Mollie 
Scruggins, was the cause of the trouble, and 
that his conduct with her was improper and 
suspicious. Public indignation in the neigh- 
borhood runs high against Reed, and it seems 
that the charge of wife murder will be sus- 
tained.

The Associated Press Report. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 22.—There 
have been nine new cases of yellow fever dur- 
ing the last twenty-four hours, four firemen 
among the new cases. There have been no 
deaths for thirty-six hours, and none of the 
patients now under treatment are reported 
dangerously ill, Six of the eight deaths 
which have occurred were of persons 
addicted to the excessive use of intoxicating 
liquors, and the other two were already in 
pers health from other diseases when attacked 

y fever. All cases are now promptly isolated, 
and sanitation and disiafection are carefully 
looked after. It is intended to keep up the 
fight against the epidemic with every means 
known to science. A thousand — pounds 
of bi-chloride of mercury has been 
receiyed from Philadelphia. This, with other 
disinfectants, will be used on the streets, in 
houses, etc. The citizens’ committee on sant- 
tation is going over the city a second time with 
several hundred seavengers. There are abont 
four centers of infection, the greater 

art of the city being apparently free 

rom infections. The atmosphere seems to be. 
purer than ever before. While the increase 
of new cases naturally makes people 
nervous, it was expected by the authorities, 
who have not by any means given up the ho 
of controlling the disease or materially check- 
ing itsravages. Indeed, confidence is rather 
onthe increase. It has been recommended 
that a surveillance be maintained over travel 
from the south to intercept persons 
from infected parts, and the board 
of health has taken action accordingly. It is 
not believed that there has as yet been any 
cases of yellow fever at any point in Florida 
except this city. Manatee, Plant City and 
Tampa, which last place is now reported free 
from the disease.

A Mote Cristo Pays 
Bat Disappears. 
Savannan, Ga., August 20.—[Special.}]— 


| Chief Justice Bleckley’s opinion that there 


are not one million dollars in the world is not 
shared by the bankers and real estate agents 
of Savannah. Their implicit belief in the 
existence of many millions and in their ,possi- 
ble concentration in the hands of one gifted 
human being was beautifully illustrated this 
week. . Whether this confiding faith still sur- 
vives the rude shock that this belief has sus- 


tained is uncertain. 

Several weeks ago there might have been 
seen approaching the gates ofthe forest city a 
bronzed hero of the plains. Whether he came 
in afoot or in manner more becoming & 
millionaire is now a matter of doubt. Unlike 
most western Cresuses he dressed plainly, 
even severely, and no jewelry adorned his 
person. Fortwo weeks his presence in the 
city was known only to a chosen few. He 
was so quiet and unostentatious in his tastes 
tnat even his lodging place remains to this 
day unknown. He secured at once from 
Major Jordan F. Brooks, a suite of offices on 
Bull and Congress streets, over Butler’s phar- 
macy. He obtained next the services of Mr. 
George H. Miller as secretary and legal 
adviser, for the stranger proved to be a 
man of affairs, and one whose transactions 
were planned onthe noblest scale. The few 
who managed to gain his confidence soon dis- 
covered one singularity about this remarkable 
man. He held his wealth asatrast. He said 
God had blessed him with vast riches and he 
held it as a consecrated gift. It was a rule of 
his life to bestow half his income in charity. 
His alins, he said, were the only memorial he 
wished to leave behind him, though he did 
not think of death, as his age was 
only thirty-two. Confidentially he 
explained that his fortune was 
the result of pnre chance. Removing at the 
age of eighteen to Montana he had expended 
almost the sum of his little fortune in un- 
profitable investments. Some eight years ago 
he furnished a miner with an outfit on the 
“orub-stake” principle. The extent of his ad- 
vance was not more than $25 and it was really 
a charity. This wasthe basis of his fortune. 
The miner struck it rich. The find was the 
Drum Lummond mine. One fourth interest 
fell to the lot of the benefactor. 

Mr. F. Powel! proved to be the modest ad- 
dress of the stranger. He formed the acquain- 
tance, among others, of Mr. A. N. Wilson, 
who has this week become acitizen of At- 
lanta. These gentlemen conceived an instant 
liking for each other. Both are ardent church- 
inen, and by Mr. Wilson’s direction, Mr. Pow- 
e]] determined to make the Episcopal orphans’ 
home the first object of his bounty. He vis- 
ited the home, inquired of the lady directors 
concerning its ne ds, and went away resolved 
upon a donation worthy of his means. 

Seeking the office of Charlton & Mackall, 
attorneys, he asked for Mr. Charlton of his 

artner. He explained to Mr. Mackall that 
Se understood Mr. Charlton was a vestryman 
of Christ church. He thought he would be 
willing to transact bis legal business free of 
charge in consideration of his proposed gifts. 
It might be a singular request, but it was his 
habit to ask this return for his munificence. 
It wasa pleasing recognition. Mr. Mackall 
replied that Mr. Charlton would probably 
be glad to serve him in any way.

All the plans and speci- 
fications for improving the Welter mansion 
are prepared by Contractor Harris, the titles 
are in escrow, many newly made friends anx- 
iously mourn his absence. One of these friends, 
Mr. Constantine, says he has Powell’s com- 
mercial record and he is reported A 1. This 
touching evidence of confidence only deepens 
the mystery. The religious tinge in Powell’s 
character will probable incline him to estab- 
lish another Chautanqua before he quits Geor- 
gia soil for his western ranches.

ATHENS ALARMED 


About the Probable Loss of a 
Railroad. 


The Threatened Divergence of the Coving- 
ton and Macon Railroad—Can She 
Assume the Obligation? 


Atuens, August 22.—[Special.}—Our city is 
considerably wrought up over the threat to di- 
vert the Covington and Macon railroad from 
Athens to Elberton and Atlanta. The propo- 
sition is now to stop the Covington and Macon 
at Watkinsville, only six miles distant from 
this city, and from that point run a line to the 
Savannah river, where it will meet and con- 
nect with the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
road, and there blending the two lines, carry 
them to both Macon and Atlanta. It is said 
to be the original design of General Hoke to 
build the G., C. & W. to Macon for the purpose 
of securing a Florida connection, but that 
through the influence of Mr. Hoke Smith the 
road was diverted to Atlanta. Colonel Ma- 
chen’s reason for making this threatened 
change is that Athens will not comply with her 
contract to purchase for the Covington and 
Macon a right of way through the city at a 
cost of between twenty and thirty thousand dol- 
lars. The Athenians are not at ail frightened by 
the threat, for they do not believe the Cov- 
ington and Macon people can afford to give 
our city the goby, as itis a place of far too 
much importance to be thus treated. The road 
has been graded from Watkinsville into the 
city, and a bridge built - across the Oconee 
river near the Georgia factory. The cost of 
this work will amount to about $100,000. Be- 
sides, hands are now at work grading the road 
across streets and through private lots, thus 
destroying a great deal of property. Even the 
lower edge of the Oconee cemetery is disfig- 
ured by a steep embankment, while the street 
leading to our city of the dead is rendered im- 
passable by a very deep cut. Now, should the 
road be diverted from Athens? Thousands of 
dollars worth of damage suits by parties whose 
property has been injured, would be at once 
filed against the company, and there is no 
doubt about them securing verdicts, either. It 
is estimated, that besides a loss of business that 
would greatly ieluce the value of the road, 
the Covington and Macon would be out near- 
ly .$150,000 in cash by failing to come to 
Athens. Now, as a business proposition, 
it does not seem reasonable that the shrewd 
financiers at the head of this enterprise would 
entail suck a loss for the sake of so small a sum 
as the cost of the right of way through this 


city. . 

The people of Athens feel that they are in 
honor bound to give the road what it demands, 
if our city can legally do so. But here is where 
the trouble comes in.. Our best lawyers say 
there is no possible way for Athens, as a 
corporation, to shoulder this obligation. Our 
people would tomorrow vote the necessary sub- 
scription if they can legally do so. As to 
raising the money by private subscription, it 
will be a matter utterly impossible. Before 
Colonel Machen directed his road to Athens he 
was aware of the fact that several of our 
wealthiest citizens and real estate owners bit- 
terly opposed the road coming here, and these 
gentlemen will not subscribe a collar now. In 
fact, one of them today remarked that he would 
pay $1,000 to have the road stop at Watkins- 
ville, as he believed it would be injurious to 
the business of Athens. While a large 
majority of our citizens differ with this gentle- 
man, at the same they will not not feel 
disposed to take money from their own pockets 
to advance the interests of a dissenting party, 
who is worth much moge than they, and have 
greater interests at stake. If Colonel Machen 
will hasten the completion of his road into 
Athens, there is no doubt but that our people 
will aid him by all means in their power. If 
he can point out any possible way by which 
the city, as a corporation, can legally comply 
with its agreement, the money to pay for the 
right of way will be speedily and we tagly 
voted. Ifthis cannot be done, a5 Jarge a pris 
vate subscription as-possibie will be raised and 
given him. Thisis all that any fair-minded 
man, it Seems, Can ask or require, 

It is nnjust to accuse Athens of a willful de- 
sire to evade an honest obligation, for there is 
no city in America that holds her honor higher 
than our own classic city. It is unreasonable 
to expect Athens to accomplish a legal impossi- 
bility, which Colone] Machben’s demand on it 
as a corporation certainly is. If there is any 
one to blame in this matter, it is Colonel Ma- 
chen himself, for making 80 important a con- 
tract without first investigating if i; 
could be legally enforced. It 
not business-like to make a 
cat trade with the entire population of a city, 
with nothing binding but their promise. We 
do not suppose there isa business manin the 
United States who would feel authorized to 
undertake any expensive work on such secu- 
rity. Asacitizen of Athens, I protest against 
this unfair method to blast the good name and 
creditof ourcity, and regret to see that the 
tone of certain citizens and papers, whoshould 
be upholding the honor of our city, are giving 
circulation and strength to the slander. There 
can be no discredit to our city failing to com- 
ply with a contract that she cannot meet with- 
out violating the laws of Georgia, and over- 
riding its constitution. Itis unreasonable to 
expect such a thing, and slanderous to de- 
nounce our city on’such an unfair ground. 

As to Mr, Alexander Brown’s telegram, 
instructing Colonel Machen to discontinue 
work on the Athens end of the line unless our 
city promptly paid forthe right of way, this 
threat is taken with a liberal allowance of salt. 
In the first place, Mr. Brown agreed to take 
first mortgage bonds of the road at a 
certain price per mile. So it is a 
matter of entire indifference to 
his interests whether Athens gives Colonel 
Machen a right of way or forces him to pay 
ten prices for it. The money thus saved goes 
‘into Colonel Machen’s pocket, and not into 
Mr. Alexander Brown’s. Secondly, Mr. 
Brown is too shrewd a business man to endan- 
ger the financial success of an enterprise in 
which he has so much at stake—as the move- 
ment threatened by Colonel Machen would de- 
stroy. the business of his railroad. The idea of 
leaving a city that receives 100,000 bales of cot- 
ton annually, and does a proportionate busi- 
ness, only six miles off of a line, with a rail- 
road ready graded to it, just through spite, is 
childish talk. And, thirdly, it is greatly to 
the pecuniary interest of Colonel Machen to 
come to Athens, for the day he makes connec- 
tion with the Northeastern railroad the Rich- 
mond and Danville company stands obligated 
to take $95,000 of his bonds at par, for which 
Banker Brown pays him less than ninety cents 
on the dollar. 1 
that the shrewd Machen would miss this llitle 
nest egg. 

There is no denying the fact that Athens 
made a fair trade with Colonel Machen when 
the road was diverted from Covington to this 
city, and if it is legally possible she should and 
gladly will comply with it. 

Let Colonel Machen hasten the completion 
of his road to Athens, and we assure him that 
our people will do all in their power to satisfy 
him. He can never accomplish his object by 
such threats as diverting his road te Elberton.

Raveton, N. C., August 22.—[Specia].|—The 
second day’s session of the Interstate Farmers’ 
association began here today, President L. Is 
Polk presiding.’ The convention at once took 
up the resolutions which were offered yester- 
day and which were reported by the committee 
on resolutions, several having been considera- 
bly modified. The following were adopted: 

Resolution urging the enactment of a law 
making the rate of interest five percent, an 
of a stringent usury law. > 

Whereas, Diversified agriculture is “the true 
theory for successful farming; and, whereas, divers- 
ified agriculture is dependent on diversified manu- 
factures for its development, resolved that it should 
be the policy of the southern farmerto encourage 
manufacturing enterprises. 

Whereas, Combinations have been made and are 
being made by corporations and individuals so that 
many articles of general use by the people of the 
United States are increased beyond their fair 


market value, and that all consumers are taxed to. 


add to the wealth of these great combinations of 
capitalists, and thus keeping the largest masses of 
our fellow-citizens in poverty; therefore, we call 
upon our representatives and senators in congress 
assembied to use the power given them by the con- 
stitution and laws todestroy those existing and pre- 
vent the formation of such trusts and combinations 
and thus relieve the people from their cruel and 
unjust exactions. 

Resolved further, That we endorse the action of 
Senator J. H. Reagan,‘of Texaye, for his timely action 
in introducing a bill looking to the breaking up of 
trusts and the punishment of those persons engaged 
in them. 

Resolved, That congress be hereby memorialized 
to immediately repeal the tax upon imported jute 
bagging with a view to defeat the combination of 
capitalists known as the bagging trust. 

The committee on bagging and other trusts 
made a report indorsing the action ef the 
Mount Hally Fair association and of the North 
Carolina Farmers’ Alliance. This action was 
the condemnation of the combined actions of 
dealers and manufacturers in their efforts to 
form atrust on. cotton bagging and urging all 
farmers to unite for the purpose of using some 
other material for packing and baling cotton, 
thereby rendering the farmers independent of 
the so-called bagging trust. Greetings were 
sent the national farmers’ convention at. To- 
peka, Kansas, and it was asked to make com- 
mon cause with this body in their effort to re- 
lieve the country of‘trusts. 

The election of officers was held, resulting 
as follows: President, L. L. Polk, of Raleigh, 
re-elected by acclamation; vice-president at 
large, Robert Beverly, of the Plains, Alabama; 
secretary, John I. Cheney, of Montgomery, 
Alabama.

STARVING AND NEEDY WITNESSES. 

(cemmanssniteaenes 
Remarkable State of Affairs at the United 
States Court in South Carolina. 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., August 22,—[Special.]— 
A rather alarming state of affairs has been de- 
veloped in the city of Greenville, in this state, 
where the United States district court is now 
in session. 

Greenville is the center of the moonshine 
district in South Carolina,’ and over 500 wit- 
nesses are in attendance on the court. The 
difficulty seems to be a want of funds to pay 
the jurors and witnesses. Judge Simonton, 
the presiding judge, in a letter to the comp- 
troller of the treasury department says: ‘Over 
five hundred witnesses are in attendance for 
the government. The large majority of these 
are without money and without credit. 
Many of them cannot procure lodging, Con- 
stant appeals are made tome for assistance. 
and the foreman of the grand jury, after de- 
livering their testimony, stated that they had 
no food for twenty-four hours. Witnesses 
brought here by the United States for the pur- 
poses of the government, and attending for 
this purpose only, are dependent upon the 
charity of the. Greenyille people for their 
maintenance.”’ 

In reply to this J. Athens Johnson, of the 
comptroller’s oflice, writes a rather sharp let- 
ter, in which he fixes the blame on the Uni- 
ted States marshal. Hesays: ‘I don’t desire 
that marshals undertake to put odium upon 
this: office by pretending that all the distress 
and annoyance to which they subject wit- 
nesses in the matter of paying their fees is the 
result of a ruling of the first comptroller.”’ 

After alluding to the order issued from the 
comptroller’s oflice and intended to put a stop 
to the shaving of jurors’ and witness’ pay cer- 
tificates, he says, ‘‘to pretend in order to a 
Sompliance with this direction that the marsha 
must be in bodily presence of the witness when 
making the payment is the sheerest nonsense, 
or to pretend that it is impracticable to use 
checks as the law directs is equal to palter. 
If the marshal has the cash in hand and the 
witness is present, well enough If 
the marshal draws a check let him draw it to 
the order of the witness, whether the witness 
be present or a hundred miles away. He will 
then know that he is paying the witness and 
not somebody else.’’ The situation in Green- 
ville is said to be appaling. The jail is crowd- 
ed with witnesses, who have been admitted on 
the order of the presiding judge, and who 
would otherwise starve, and the others are 
living out on the byways, begging or stealing.

A STORY OF CRUELTY. 
Practiced _— a Spanish Sallor 


Beaten and Nearly Starved to Death—Made 
to Dance Upon Hot Iron Grating— 
Other Inhuman Cruelty. 


From the Savannah, Ga., News. 

If the story told by Fortina Fernandez, a 
Spanish sailor, be true, there is no punishment 
too severe for his inhuman persecutors. Fer- 
nandez is about twenty-two years of age, edu- 
cated, intelligent, a handsome youth, and 
bears a certificate of a first-class seaman, given 
by the officers of the Spanish corvette, Africa, 
on board of which he served jour years. He 
was born in Oviedo. 

On May 26th, Fernandez shipped as a first- 
class seaman on board the British ship Frank 
Carvill, Chapman, master, for Darien, and 
arrived there August 2. More than once the 
tears came to Fernandez’s eyes ashe told of 
the cruel treatment he received on the pas- 

e. : 

A Morning News reporter found him yester- 
day at the shoe shop of Manuel Ruiz, No.7 
Jefferson street, and, as Fernandez could not 
speak or understand much English, Peter 
Sampson, a fruit and confection dealer at No, 
188 Bryan, acted as interpreter. 

A BTORY OF SUFTERING., 

Fernandez’s story is briefly toid. When he 
shipped aboard the Carvill he was assured that 
the captain and mate understood Spanish, and 
that the voyage would be an agreeable one. 
He found, when too late, that he could under- 
stand but little of what was said to him or 
what he would have to sav to the officers. His 
miseries dated from the beginniug of his ser- 
vice. He was compelled to stand in the hold 
and do more than should have been required of 
two sailors in taking in the sixty tons of ballast. 
He was punished for no offense as he was a 
Spaniard, but he was never addressed except 
with an offensive epithet. After getting to sea 
the most excruciating punishments were de- 
vised and carried into execution. 

When the sea was rough he was put at the 
wheel, and, weak from short allowances and 
hard task compelled of him, when he wavered 
in his weakness, the ship’s dog was set upon 
him, mangling his limbs and shoulders. The 
only one of the crew that did not abuse and 
assault him was a German who, after night- 
fall, surreptitiously obtained some lard and 
annointed the frightful wounds, the scars of 
which are plain upon Fernandez’ arms, legs 
and shoulders. 

A BISCUIT A DAY. 

The fellow was allowed but one sailor’s 
biscuit daily and no water. When it rained 
he caught rain water in a cup, and so treas- 
ured it that, on one occasion, he hid it away, 
when it was discovered and dashed to the 
ship’s deck. Not only was he punished when 
awake, butashe slept matches were placed 
between his toes and set fire to, and when he 
waked upin alarm and was about to jump 
over the ship’s side he was knocked down by 
the mate and railed at. His clothes were 
taken from him, and he wore only pantaloons 
andahat. Even the cabin boy made him 
sweep the deck. 

If the captain found a sailor at work he 
would tell him to go and smoke and make the 
d——Spanish——- ——- do it. Often he was 
sent down into the hold, and when half way 
down the ladder buckets of water were dashed 
upon him. Fleeing thus in terror, his feet 
were lacerated by the old iron and tin cans in 
the dark hold, and two of many cruel wounds 
are still open and festering, both of his feet 
being covered with scars and wounds. At one 
time he was drawing water in small buckets, 
and his strength was so near spent that he al- 
most fainted at his work, when the captain, 


with an oath, ordered the small buckets ex- 


changed for larger ones. 
RUN THE GAUNTLET. 

He was madeto run a gauntlet in which 
blows fromropes and marlin spikes greeted 
him on every side, and his back is a mass of 
scars. Once he was lying forward when the 
mate grabbed his hands and tied them behind 
his back, and then the captain came up and 
struck him a blow on the nose that sent the 
blood flowing ina stream to the deck; the 
ropes were then cut and he was ordered with 
an oath to pump Water and clean up his Span- 
ish blood. 

When down and groaning in agony the cap- 
tain, with an oath, told himtodie, and said 


they would work the life out of him before he 


saw land. Fernandez said that not a day 
passed that the captain did not draw blood 
from him. Either he would set the ship's 
dog on him, drive him in the hold to have his 
bare feet lacerated, or beat him on deck. They 
made him stand on irons heated in the intense 
sun, and when in his suffering he jumped up 
and down, they beat him, and when he sought 
to escape overboard they knocked him down 
and tortured him. 
ESCAPED FROM THE SHIP. 

When the ship arrived at Sapelo to discharge 
ballast, and while the rest of the crew were at 
dinner, Fernandez put his discharge from the 
Spanish corvette, Africa, and other papers in 
his hat and jumped into the sea, striking out 
for the mainland. He is an expert swimmer, 
but in his weak condition he would not have 
reached land had he not got. hold of a spar 
timber which, with the tide, enabled 
him to go ashore. He landed in a marsh, and 
with difficulty extricated himself. Just as 
he was about to faint from exhaustion, he 
was discovered by a friendly negro, who im- 
provised two crutches of sticks, and by the aid 
of these and the assistance of the colored man, 
There he 
remained four or five hours, was given food 
and watel, and the negro provided him with a 
coat. He was unabie to make the negro 
understand much, but he succeeded in inform- 
ing him that he must push on to escape capture. 
Weak, weary, and,with his feet a mass of 
wounds, he hobbled along for four or five 
miles, and, finding a white man’s house, staid 
all night. 

The next morning he vursued his journey 
on foot toward Savannah, and stopping at the 
cabin of another colored man was given a 
shirt, and the negro, who owned a fishing 
sloop, brought him to Savandah. He reached 
here Monday morning of last week, friendless 
and unable to communicate with anyone until 
coming up Bay street he saw aman standing 
by the Morning News building. 

FERNANDEZ FINDS A FRIEND. 

He was waiting to see some one to ask about 
the fever news, but as he, too, was a Spaniard 
and couldn’t make any one understand him, 
he was making but little headway. The man 
was Jose Maria Martinez, also a sailor. Fer- 
nandez asked hiin if he could take him to the 
Spanish consul, but as Martinez was a stranger 
he could not, but he had become acquainted 
with Manuel Ruiz, and he took Fernandez 
there, and Ruiz has cared for him most tender- 
ly, refusing to send him to the hospital. 

Fe:nandez’s feet are stil!®vadly swoilen, and 
there are some very ugly open gashes on each 
foot, but they are being well treated and ban- 
daged, and as he is young and has 4 splendid 
physique, if tetanus does not ensue, he will re- 
cover. He is able to walk, but every s:episa 
painful one. ae 

Fernandez shipped at $20 a month, and has 
not received any pay, but he says no money 
would pay him for such suffering as he has un- 
dergone, and it would have been better for him 
if he had been killed ontright than tortured as 
he was. 

THE SPANISH CONSUL INFORMED. 

The matter has been brought to the atten- 
tion of the Spanish consul at this port, who, 
with the Spaniards in this city, are taking a 
live interest inthe unfortunate man. The 
Spanish and English vice consuls have also 
had their attention called tothe statements 
of Fernandez,and if his statements is corrol or- 
ated by the kind hearted German of the 
Frank Carvill, those wo are responsible for the 
Spaniard’s treatment will certainly be made to 
suffer at the hand of the law. Such cruel, in- 
human and brutal treatment is almost un- 
varalleled in the history of sailors’ wrongs.

strange land. Toall his tortures he says he 
never offered once to resent them, because he 
knew he was helpless in the hands of his 
enemies, who were cruel to him because he.is 
a Spaniard.

THE ConsTITUTION’s remarks in regard to 
the business of the ticket sca!pers has called ont the 
following communication. It explains itself and is 
given in full: 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 22.—Editors Constitution: 
In your issue of yesterday is an articie referring to 
the ‘‘scalpers,’’ and from reading the same, any one 
not acquainted with the business would infer that 
ticket brokerage is nothing buta parasite on the 
railroad industries of the country, and as such is 
mn enemy tothe public, in facta very crooked busi- 
ness all round end showld be avoided by all honest 
people. THE CCNSsTITUTION hes thus unintentionally 
done an industry of Atlanta a serious injustice, 
and, kuowing your liking for fair play, we beg that 
you wili please publish the following, which we 
think wiil correct any wrong impression any one 
may have ofus, derived from reading your article. 
In the first place, few people realy understand 
what the tieket broker is, the public only seeing in 
him a meals ofsecuring cheaper ratesthan those 
offered by the railroads, and, as he sells, the same 
tickets that are sold at regular ticket offices, natnr- 
ally patronize him, inquiring no more as to how he 
can do this than woubd they inguire how one :mer- 
chant can sell cheaper than another. 

Ticket brokcrage consists strictly in buying and 
selling railroad tickets,and as such we claimisa 
necessity in every business community. Should a 
man buy a ticket to a through point, and, after hay- 
ing halt finished his journey, he receives werd te 
return home or to change his route, what is he to 
do with the balance of his ticket if there are no 
ticket brokers’? The railroads will not redeem it, so 
he looses it. It matters not howmuch the amount 
he has invested; it is a loss. The rail 
roads tell him that they cannot be responsible 
forany mistortune that may have caused him to 
return bome or to change his original plans. There 
is where the broker comesin, as he recognizes the 
fact that when a railroad company accepts money 
for a ticket, it becomes the currency of the railroad 
who issnes sameand as such should be accepted 
for passage to its dectination. It is but just, you will 
admit, that railroads should accept their tickets to 
destination or redeem any unused portion of same.

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The Fisheries Treaty. 

It is a fortunate thing for the country at 
this time that a democratic and conserva- 
tive administration is in power; otherwise 
the rejection of the fisheries treaty would 
have a tendency to create trouble between 
the United States and Great Britain. We 
have nevér been quite certain that the 
treaty was the best that could have been 
negotiated, but the republican party, with a 
fatuity that seems to be the chief character- 
fstic of its leaders, chose to make it a party 
{ssue, and thus removed it altogether from 
the field of impartial discussion. 

It is thought in some quarters that the re- 
jection of the treaty will lead to trouble be- 
tween the United States and Canada. In- 
deed, the organ of the dominion govern- 
ment, the Halifax Lerald, says that trouble 
is sure to follow the rejection of the treaty. 
It predicts that the Gloucester fishermen 
‘will hasten to disregard the fishery laws and 
regulations of Oanada, and that the Cana- 
dian customs officials and cruisers will thus 
be brought into unpleasant relations with 
yankee fishermen—relations that may ulti- 
mately lead to open rupture, It predicts 
also that all the disputes, recriminations 
and misrepresentations of the past will be 
renewed with increased bitterness. 

The Herald goes on to say that it is ap- 
prehensive of a very serious complication, 
but this apprehensiun, it seems, is not 

ghared by the leading British papers. The 
London Times looks forward to no trouble, 
and the Pall Mall Gazette goes sofar as to 
characterize Senator Morgan’s prodigious 
specch in favor of the treaty as mere bun- 
combe. The Gazette says that the rejection 
of the treaty “simply relegates the whole 
question to an amicable settlement after the 
presidential election.”’ . 

Although the treaty is rejected,the modus 
vivendi does not fall with it. The licenses 
issucd pending the discussion of the treaty 
etill remain in force, and will continue 
until next spring. ‘These licenses have 
served every purpose that the treaty would 
have served had it been adopted. 

The modus vivendi provides that these 
licenses may be issued for a second year 
provided their issuance is deemed neces- 
gary, and this practically disposes of the 
whole dispute until such time as all tempo- 
rary irritation shall have worn away. As a 
matter of fact, the licenses have been very 
profitable to Canada, and their reissue will 
go far to prevent a rupture which would be 
in every way disadvantageous to the domin- 
jon, 

Everything depends on Canada. If Can- 
ada’s irritation at the rejection of the 
treaty takes the shape of a renewal of the 
attacks on American fishermen, then the 
president will be compelled to practically 


apply the provisions of the retaliation act, 
Be re provisions of the retaliate Ii 


years. If the seizures of American vessels 
are renewed the president is authorized to 
cut off commercial communication and in- 
tercourse with Canada. This would 
amount to acessation of trade along the 
northern border of the United States. Un- 
der certain circumstances and conditions, 
the president has po other alternative but 
to close our ports and borders to the Ca- 
nadians. Such an actas this would mean 
a good deal, and the result of it allis, if un- 
favorable to this country, the republicans 
would be responsible for it. 

It is a noticeable fact that no republican 
who has argued against the treaty, which 
has been rejected by the senate, has offered 
an amendment. The plan seems to be to 
afford Brother Blaine (if he should unfor- 
tunately come to be the practical president 
of the United States) an opportunity to go 
‘to war with Great Britain. 

Fortunately, there is no likelihood that 
Brother Blaine will become acting presi- 
dent. 
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It is said that Higgins is to be added to 
the working force of the democratic cam- 
paign committee.  Fellow-citizens, this 
means business and a heap of it. 


The Kepublican Dileanma. 

The republicans have got Blaine and they 
do not know what to do with him. 

Before the arrival of the great Maine 
statesman they were wrought up to a won- 
derful pitch of expectancy, as. to the potent 
effect his Epresence would have-on_ the 
republican campaign, Mr. Blaine in Europe 
was more talked of than General Harrison 
at home, and finally, when the Little Rock 
statesman arrived, the republican nominee 
Was completely overshadowed in the en- 
thusiasm which greeted the arrival of the 
real leader. For a few days everything 
worked beautifully. Mr. Blaine caught the 
country by the ear, and poured republican 
doctrines into it to the intense satisfaction 
of party leaders. He spoke all the way 
from New York to Augusta, and every re- 
publican in the country was delighted at 
the oracles of the new Moses, except Gen- 
eral Harrison, and if he derived any degree 
ef pieasure from Mr. Blaine’s overshadow- 
ing presence, it has not been so recorded. 

But Mr. Blaine is a man of blunders. 
Before he had been home long enough to get 

_ the dust off, he opened his mouthand planted 
both of his great American feet square into 
it, and unfortunately they have both become 
lodged below his collar-bone, and the re- 
publican party finds itself in the position of 
being compelled to either abandon Mr. 
Biaine, or give up the ghost. 

Mr. Blaine’s ‘‘trust’’ speech did it. 

He had not been back home long enough 
to know that both parties had taken strong 
anti-trust positions, and, presuming that the 
republican party was making the fight on 
the same old monopoly and corporation 

' planks of its past platforms, he came gal- 
Jantly to the rescue of the infamous system 
of commercial combinations against which 
the whole American people are now en- 

‘gaged in determined warfare.

What are they to do? 

The St. Louis Globe Democrat, one of 
the most prominent republican organs in 
the country, in attempting to defend Mr. 
Blaine, admits that ‘this remarks may have 
been silly and irrelevant, but nobody can 
distort them into a defense of the ‘trusts’ 
except by a recklessness and mendacity 
ludicrously disproportionate to the effect 
which the words have on the canvass.”’ 

Mr. Blaine’s words speak for themselves. 
He announced in so many words that 
‘“‘trusts’’ are private affairs about which the 
public have nothing todo. Thus it will be 
seen that his words havea very direct ef- 
fect on the pending canvass in which the 
democratic party and the people’s interests, 
on the one hand, are arrayed against the re- 
publican party and the monopolists ‘and op- 
pressionisis on the other, 

The republican party will find this a very 
valuable opportunity of sending Mr. Blaine 
back to the old country. Mr. Carnegie 
awaits him with open arms, and over there 
he can say what he pleases without mate- 
rially effecting the canvass here.

Boulanger and His Followers. 

The recent election of General Boulanger 
to the chamber of deputies by three of the 
most important departments in France 
would appear to make it plain that the gen- 
eral is regaining his lost popularity. 

After all, there is no reason why Bou- 
langer should not be a conspicious figure for 
some time tocome. The defeat of his pro- 
posed revision of the constitution was due 
to a combination of politicians; and the 
fact that he was wounded by Floquet in a 
duel isa mere trifle. Men have survived 
greater setbacks. Louis Napoleon, for in- 
stance, had the worst possible luck. He 
made a descent upon the coast of France with 
a handful of followers, and a tame eagle, 
which was expected to perch upon his ban- 
ner when he landed. The adventurer and 
his men had to wade through the water 
when they left their boats, and they reached 
the shore only to fall into the hands of 
@ company of armed police who locked 
them, tame eagle and all, in the barracks. 
For this piece of folly Louis Napoleon spent 
six years in prison, but that did not prevent 
him from afterwards becoming president 
and emperor. ’ 3 

Boulanger has no such obstacles to con- 
tend with, and just at present the situation 
is all that he coulddesire. Theindustrial de- 
pression and the strikes have made the masses 
discontented, and there is a desire for a 
change in the policy of the government. 
The war feeling has been reawakened by the 
the emperor of Germany’s recent speech. 
The royalists and Bonapartists, too, have 
thrown their influence on Boulanger’s side. 

Under these conditions, and with the sup 
port of these elements, General Boulanger 
may yet raise himself to the highest posi- 
tion in the French republic. Time will 
show,

The Metal of the Future, 

Some time ago we called attention in 
these columns to the potentialities involved 
in cheap aluminum. 

“Gath” ina recent letter predicts that 
aluminum will one day knock iron end- 
wise. The toughness and lightness of the 
metal will enablea bridge made of it to stand 
almost any test. It is better than iron or 
steelin every respect. It can not only be 
substituted for iron wherever that metal is 
now used, but it can be used in manufac- 
turing articles in which iron cannot be 
used on account of its weight. 

The great trouble heretofore has been to 
discover a cheap process by which alumi- 
hum may be extracted from clay. Such 
a discovery has been made in Germany, and 
also in Massachusetts, and ‘‘Gath’’ says 
that a man in Cleveland, Ohio, has by the 
invention of an electrical furnace or retort 
brought the price of aluminum down toa 
few centsa pound. As this metal is found 
in common clay everywhere, it is safe to 
say that it will soon come into general use.

THE TERRIBLE STORMS | 


Which Have Swept the Valleys 
of the East. 


And All Through Pennsylvania—Ten People 
Killed by a Cyclone—Great Dam- 
age to Property, Etc. 


PitrspurG, Pa., August 22.—The flood has 
reached its limit. The lowlands are submerged 
and there is great loss by the destruction of 
crops, immense bridges, stables, and out- 
houses floating away before the rushing flood. 

At McKeesport the ice pond on the hill 
bursted, and the flood swept away two houses 
on Fifthavenue. An Italian laborer was in 
Long Run culvert when it caved in, and was 
covered by tons of debris. 

At Greensburg many people were driven 
from their houses, and several stores were 
wrecked, 

The Hungarian camp below town was sub- 
merged and many of the “‘Huns’”’ barely es- 
caped drowning. The towns of Larimer, Shaf- 
ton, Irwing Penn and Manor are partially un- 
der water and many of the inhhbitants are 
living in the upper stories of their houses. In 
the mountains the head waters of the Bald 
Eagle creek, Spruce creek and Junction river 
are swollen beyond all bounds, and the freshet, 
great in destruction, covers the Blair, Cham- 
bria, Bedford, Center and Huntington sections 
of Pennsylvania. 

In this city the water got up into the fly pits 
of many of the mills and factories and caused 
a suspension of work. 

The Polish inhabitants of Shantytown were 
again compelled to remove their goods and are 
now encamped on the banks of the river. 

Tne railroads are the greatest sufferers in 
this section. Notrains have arrived or de- 
parted over the Baltimore and Ohio since yes- 
terday morning. At Osceola station, on the 
eastern division, they have seven acres of land 
slide, while every bridge and culyert on the 
Wheeling division has been washed away. 
The Pennsylvania main line eastward has had 
a washout at Larimer and last 
night trains were run over the 
West Pennsylvania division from Blairsville. 
The tracks of the latterare now under five 
feet of water, however, and no through trains 
will arrive or depart before tomorrow. Eas- 
tern through trains due at 11 o’clock lastnight 
are still on the road. Theyare lying at Derry, 
Pa., and are being well cared for. The wash- 
out is the greatest in the history of the_road. 

On the Pittsburg, Virginia and Charleston 
no trains are running south of Dravosburg, 
twelve miles from this city. The tracks are 
covered with debris, and many bridges have 
been swept away. 

The Chartiers branch of the Pan-Handle is 
also obstructed, and no trains are running. 
The Pittsburg and Western tracks are three 
feet under water, but the traffic, although de- 
layed, has not been suspended. The Fort 
Wayne, Pan-Handle, Cleveland and Pittsburg 
and Allegheny Valley roads have been more 
fortunate, and trains are moving’ as 
usual. The Castle Shannon railway suffers 
the lossof a bridge at Smith’s station, and 
two heavy landslides covered the track. 

The large force of men at work will hardly 
have the track cleared today. All travel is 
suspended. The telegraph service is badly 
crippled, poles and wires are down in all di- 
rections, and business is greatly delayed.

WasHInGTON, August 22.—The dispatches 
from Pittsburg describing the effects of yester- 
day’s flood fairly represent the case in middle 
and eastern Pennsylvania, except that in the 
latter section railroad traffic is not suspended, 
nor seriously interrupted. But along the 
Lehigh, Schuylkill, upper Delaware and upper 
Susquehanna and their tributaries, the waters 
are at flood height. Factories, foundries, 
furnaces and mills are flooded in the lower 
parts and the workings stopped. Thousands 
of acres of crops are destroyed or seriously 
damaged, and atone fencing and live stock 
swept away. Very few lives have been lost so 
far as heard from.

winds rather than floods. The Wilmington 
tornado in its course snapped off forest trees 
three feet in diameter. It crossed the Dela- 
ware river a few miles above Wilmington, and 
passed over a part of southern New Jersey. 

Specials to the Baltimore Evening News 
confirm the report of destruction by the cy- 
clone at Still Pond, Kent county, Md., of the 
vegetable cannery of Black and Kalbs. About 
one hundred men, women and children were 
at work, nine of whom were killed and a large 
number hurt. 

The storm came from the southwest and 
swept across thestate diagonally ina track 
about two miles in width. As the cyclone 
crossed the bay it seemed to gather force. An 
immense water spout formed at the head of 
the bay which swept Poole’s island, and disap- 
peared in the northeast.

Boston, August 22.—There are reports of 
rain this morning that did immense damage 
to pope’: stopped factories, flooded cellars 
and damaged goods. <A deep cut in south Bos- 
ton of the New York and New England Rail- 
road company had six feet of water init and 
when the first train tried to get through this 
morning the firesof the locomotive were put 
out and soon both tracks were blockaded with 
the dead locomotive and train. Much dam- 
age isreported along the New England coast. 

The Storm at New Orleans. 


NEw ORLEANS, La., August 22.— Reports 
continue to come in from all parts of the sugar 
belt, giving accounts of the disastrous effects 
of the storms. New Orleans seems to have 
been nearly the center of the cyclone, 
The amount of damage to crops, build- 
ings, water crafts, etc., will aggregate 
millions. Almost the entire city west of Clai- 
bourne street is still covered with water, in 
some places toa depth of two or three feet. 
The inhabitants move about in boats, and fu- 
neral processions go in skiffs.. Heavy rain 
fell this morning and the weather is still un- 
settled.

Jndian Customs, Religion and Languages— 
They Are Paid to Go to School— 
Women Do the Work. 

The largest band of real Indians seen in 
Georgia in forty years reached Atlanta yester- 
day afternoon at 6:30. 

Forty-five in all. 

They came from Murphy, in southwestern 
North Carolina, over the Western and Atlantic 
and a curious sight they presented as they dis- 
embarked at the union depot. Their coming 
was not generally known, but as the first brave 
leaped from the platform to the ground a yell 
went up from a negro newsboy. 

“Oh, Lordy! Here’s er Injun, boys!” 

And in two minutes the entrance to the 
depot and the sidewalks around were packed 
as they haven't been since Cleveland came. 

Picturesque—why, they were real Indians. 
Of course they were picturesque. Each worea 
red handkerchief in turban fashion about 
his head, red shirt, red or blue trowsers, 
and carried in one hand a couple of racquet- 
shaped “‘bats.’’ Here and there an enterpris- 
ing brave had fixed a few feathers in his tur- 
ban, and about half of them had a figure in 
red paint on the cheek or forehead. 

No shoes, no coat, no vest. 

The squaws, of whom there are fourteen, 
wore nothing but calico dresses, with plain 
waistband, and no attempt at ornament. Most 
of them carried bandles. 

They were carried in street cars direct to the 
Athletic park, slceping last night upon the 
benches or floor of the grand stand, and as 
soundly and coinfortably as if they had been 
quartered at the Kimball. ‘ 

They must be used to bare floors and moon- 
light. 

“The Indians left Murphy this morning,” 
gaid Mr. King, one of the managers, “and I 
believe that if you could talk Cherokee to that 
sqnuaw there, you would become satisfied that 
they enjoyed the trip immensely.” 

‘She doesn’t look like she was ina good 
humor.”’

‘What Indians are these ?’’ 

“The old Cherokees. When the old. na- 
tion was driven from Georgia, Tennessee, and 
the corners of North and South Carolina, 
six or seven thousand refused to go, and the 
matter was settled by giving them a home in 
the southwestern corner of North Carolina. 
They own 75,000 to 100,000 acres in Swain, 
Jackson, Graham and Cherokee counties, com- 
prised in what they call the quala-quala lines. 
That was formally surrendered to them by the 
hew Echota treaty, about 1837, and there they 
have remained to this day.” 

‘Do they change much ?” 

“Not much. Until five years ago they were 
the Cherokees of two hundred, possibly of two 
thousand, years ago. Butof late schools and. 
churches have been built amongst them, and 
Change was inevitable.” 

‘‘How many are there ?’’ 

“About three thousand. They are in a 
mountainous country and most of them live 
wild lives. If an Indian family is large, say 
six or seven in all, they cultivate an acre and 
a half or two acres. If the family is small 
the farm is small in proportion, Of course 
that tikes very little of their time, and the 
women do about all thatis done. In tho fall 
and winter they huntand fish. Then they 
have five towns, Soko, Birdtown, Yellow Hill, 
Big Cave and Cheoah. Yellow Hill is the 
capital. In town, of course, they put on con- 
siderable style—have fheors to their huts and 
make the dogs sicep out doors.”’ 

‘‘What sort of government?” 

“They are underthe laws of North Caro- 
lina, but are allowed great freedom in their 
local government. Every four years they elect 
a chief. Then they have a council, a member 
from each of the five districts, and they are 
the chief’s cabinet. The present chiefis Jar- 
rett Smith, one-eighth white, and the hand- 
somest brave among the Cherokees. Most of 
his time is spentin Washington, where he 
represents his nation pretty mnch as a con- 
gressman would his district.

Representatives of the People 
That Used to Own Georgia’ 


Indian Customs, Religion and Languages— 
They Are Paid to Go to School— 
Women Do the Work. 

The largest band of real Indians seen in 
Georgia in forty years reached Atlanta yester- 
day afternoon at 6:30. 

Forty-five in all. 

They came from Murphy, in southwestern 
North Carolina, over the Western and Atlantic 
and a curious sight they presented as they dis- 
embarked at the union depot. Their coming 
was not generally known, but as the first brave 
leaped from the platform to the ground a yell 
‘went up from a negro newsboy. 

“Oh, Lordy! Here’s er Injun, boys!” 

And in two minutes the entrance to the 
depot and the sidewalks around were packed 
as they haven’t been since Cleveland came. 

Picturesque—why, they were real Indians. 
Of course they were picturesque. Each worea 
red handkerchief in turban fashion about 
his head, red shirt, red or blue trowsers, 
and carried in one hand a couple of racquet- 
shaped “‘bats.’’ Here and there an enterpris- 
ing brave had fixed a few feathers in his tur- 
ban, and about half of them had a figure in 
red paint on the cheek or forehead. 

No shoes, no coat, no vest. 

The squaws, of whom there are fourteen, 
wore nothing but calico dresses, with plain 
waistband, and no attempt at ornament. Most 
of them carried bundles. 

They were carried in street cars direct to the 
Athletic park, sleeping last night upon the 
benches or floor of the grand stand, and as 
soundly and comfortably as if -they had been 
quartered at the Kimball, 

They must be used to bare floors and moon- 
light. 

‘The Indians left Murphy this morning,’”’ 
said Mr. King, one of the managers, “and J 
believe that if you could talk Cherokee to that 
squaw there, you would become satisfied that 
they enjoyed the trip immensely.” 

“She doesn’t look like she was in a good 
humor.” 

“Oh, yes she does. 
she will ever be.”’ 

‘What Indians are these ?”’ 

“The old Cherokees. When the old na- 
tion was driven from Georgia, Tennessee, and 
the corners of North and South Carolina, 
six or seven thousand refused to go, and the 
matter was settled by giving them a home in 
the southwestern corner of North Carolina. 
They own 75,000 to 100,000 acres in Swain, 
Jackson, Graham and Cherokee counties, com- 
prised in what they call the quala-quala lines. 
That was formally surrendered to them by the 
new Echota treaty, about 1837, and there they 
have remained to this day.” 

‘Do they change much ?” 

“Not much. Until five years ago they were 
the Cherokees of two hundred, possibly of two 
thousand, years ago. But of late schools and 
churches have been built amongst them, and 
change was inevitable.” 

‘‘How many are there ?”’ 

“About three thousand. They are in a 
mountainous country and most of them live 
wild lives. If an Indian family is large, say 
six or seven in all, they cultivate an acre and 
a half or two acres. If the family is small 
the farm is small in proportion, Of course 
that t¢kes very little of their time, and the 
women do about all thatis done. In the fall 
and winter they huntand fish. Then they 
have five towns, Soko, Birdtown, Yellow Hill, 
Big Cave and Cheoah. Yellow Hill is the 
capital. In town, of course, they put on con- 
siderable style—have- fheors to their huts and 
wake the dogs sleep out doors.”’ 

“What sort of government?”’ 

“They are under the laws of North Caro- 
lina, but are allowed great freedom in their 
local government. Every four years they elect 
achief. Then they have a council, a member 
from each of the five districts, and they are 
the chief’s cabinet. The present chiefis Jar- 
rett Smith, one-eighth white, and the hand- 
somest brave among the Cherokees. Most of 
his time is spentin Washington, where he 
represents his nation pretty mnch as a con- 
gressman would his district. 

LAND IN. COMMON, 

“The land is held in common. An [ndian is 
privileged to move upon any unsettled land, 
but must pay state taxes upon what they claim. 
They transmit from generation to generation 
the right to hold certain lands just as if the 
family owned it, or the present owner can sell 
his right of possession to an Indian, though 
never to a white man. They refer disputes 
to the acknowledged head man of the 
settlement, generally one of the members 
of council, and faithfully abide by his decision. 
If you went to a village and wanted to make a 
trade of some kind, and the head man was 
gone, you couldn’t coax them into a trade. 
Go to the Bird country, for example, when old 
Jim Kegg was gone,and you mightas well 
try to trade with the chestnut stumps; When 
old Chiltoski (corn tassel) leaves his town bus- 
iness stops so far as white people are con- 
cerned. They are naturally distrustful of 
Whites. 

“In the same way, whena crowd of them 
who can speak broken English wish to talk to 
the whites, they select the Indian that speaks 
the purest English, and he talks forall. It is 
naturally disagreeable to thein to speak Eng- 
lish, so when they bring chestnuts, or baskets, 
spoons, breadtrays, herbs, roots, beadwork, 
anything like that, they bring a squaw along 
and make her do the talking. All the disa- 
greeable work is put upon the women,” 

“Is there any great advancement since the 
schools and churches came?’’ 

“No. The young bucks are inclined to be 
lazier even than the old, and are not so fond of 
the old customs and traditions, The older 
men cling reverently to the fashions of their 
fathers. There are more church members, of 
course, but that don’t amount to a row of pins. 
Possibly one-third of the entire people belong 
to some church, Missionary Baptist, Quaker or 
Methodist.

INDIAN CHARACTER. 

‘The Indians,as a usual thing,are remarkably 
honest and truthful. This peculiarity is the 
more marked as the proportion of Indian blood 
is greater. They never forgeta favor. They 
are brave and open, especially in their dealings 
with each other. They have, at least the men 
have, quick undeis ‘andings. They are simple 
in mind asin their habits of living. Whisky 
is the strongest temptation you can set before 
them.”’ 

“And the women?” 

“The maidens are Virtuous and the squaws 
faithful. They are mere drudges, marry 
young, and as a usual thing die young. It is 
no uncommon thing to see a squaw of 
fourteen or fifteen or sixteen with her own 
child strapped across her back. No, the squaws 
don’t see much fun in this life. The last I 
saw of the Indians at home was a family going 
along the road, the squaw with a bundle that 
weighed at least one hundred pounds strapped 
tu her back, and an eight-months-old papoose 
strapped to the bundle, while her vagabond of 
a husband was walking along in front throwing 
rocks at a hornet’s nest.’’ 

“What do Indians think of white men ?”’ 

“They distrust them. They seem to think 
that the whites are a superior people, and the 
less they trade with the whites the richer the 
Indians will be. They despise a negro. This 
is the way an Indian puts it—white man, In- 
dian, Indian’s dog, negro.”’ 

‘‘What about marriage amongst them ?”’ 

“Here of late years the marriages have 
mostly been performed just as among the 
whites—license and preacher. <A century ago 
there was a wild celebration and the marriage 
feast ; then, later, as they became civilized,they 
dropped that and there was no ceremony. The 
old men still living favor strongly the no- 
ceremony plan. Their idea is to build a hut 
and get a squaw to take care of you and the 
cabin, and consider yourself married. 

“A real Indian seemsall out of proportion to 
a white man. For instance, they go and hunt 
for days to find a suitable laurel tree. Then 
they spend two or three days cutting outa 
wooden comb, and walk thirty or forty miles 
to sell it for fifteencents, Same way witha 
ten-cent wooden spoon or a twenty-five-cent 
breadtray. Old Mike Walkingsticks carried a 
peck of chestnuts sixty miles over the moun- 
tains and sold them for tencents. One Indian 
murdered another not long since just for a 
pair of shoes and a quart of whisky. An- 
other one shot a cow that he couldn't catch, 
and then took off her bell and sold it fora 
drink of whisky. The cow was worth $20 and 
was not even used for beef. The bell was ail 
he wanted. 

“Then, again, they cantbe sublime in their 
conceptions. Dr. Miller preached a powerful 
sermon to the Indians once and after it was 
over he asked an Indian if he understood the 
idea of the trinity—three persons in one God. 

ne (hy 

‘* “What is it?’ 

‘* ‘Snow, ice, water,’ said the Indian. 

“Tt was his own idea—just look at that Indian 
there. I believe he’s fixing to jump off when 
the street car starts.”’ 

And the manager went back to impress upon 
his red-skinned protege the importance of 
‘keeping perfectly cool.’ 

ONE OF THEM TALKS. 

One of the most intelligent of the Indians, 
and the only one that speaks good Enzylish, is 
John Sneed, three-quarters white. 

‘What about the game you play?” he was 
asked. 

‘Tt is with bats and ball,’”’ he answered with 
just the slightest stray accent to his English. 
‘‘These poles are six yards apart, and directly 
in front, 200 yards off, these two poles are set 
up the same way. The ball is thrown straight 
up, midway between. There can any number 
play, but fourteen on aside will play tomor- 
row. As the ball starts down, both sides rush. 
The object is tocatch it on the ‘‘bat,’’ in that 
netontheend. You can’t touchit with your 
hands. The object after you catch the ball is 
to get it through the other goal. The Indian 
name for the game is oonachaunskee.”’ 

“Do any others speak English? ”’ 

“Jim Kegg is chief, and he speaks it, but 
not well. Then one ortwo of the others know 
a few words.” 

‘‘Are there anv pure-blooded Indians? ’4-¥ 

‘‘The old men say there are very few—very 
few. The pure-blooded Indians consider them- 
selves above the others.”’ 

‘Do the Indians vote?” 

‘They have the right, and most of them do 
so.”’ 

‘‘Republicans or democrats ?”’ 

“Half and half. I am a democrat.”’

By John &. Gordon, Governor of Georgia: 

\y hereas, Surgeon-General Hamilton. of the ma-. 
rine hospital service, in discharge of the duties de- 
volved upon him by order of the president of the 
United States, has established quarantine stations 
at Waycross and Dupontand other points within 
this state, to prevent and enpprens the spread ot 
ycllow fever from localities in lorida, where this 
disease exists, and 

Whereas, The executive of Georgia is authorized 
by statute to give such orders to prevent the spread 
of coutagious or infectious diseases within the 
state, aud to make such appointments and regula- 
tions concerning the same as shall by him 
deemed proper: now, therefore, 

I, John B,. Gordon, governor of Georgia, do issue 
this, my proclamation, hereby decignating and ap-- 
pointing the officers of the marine hospi'al service, 
who have been assigned to duty at quarantine sta- 
tions and refugee camps in Georgia, to act without 
compensation from this state, as state quarantine 
otticials, and requiring thatin all which they may 
lawfully do they shall be respected and obeyed, un- 
til further orders,as appointees of this department.

The morning chorus and normal classes were 
well attended and unusually interesting. Mr. 
Davidsoy tanght alesson on ‘““The Bible from 
God,’ in which the principal evidences in 
favor of the divine authorship of the Bible 
were clearly stated and outlined on the black- 
board. 

After the afternoon musicale, the Rev. Dr. 
P. S. Henson, of Chicago, widely known asa. 
jeading and distinguished divine of the Bap- 
tist church, was introduced by Dr. Gillet 
and delivered bis eloquent and witty lecture 
on “Fools.”” He is a man of medium 
size, straight, active and quick in motion. 
He speaks without notes, and holds the atten- 
tion of his audience from the very first. He 
spoke of many different classes of fools, in- 
cluding those who are led astray by religious 
and commercial fanaticism, instancing the 
witch craze and the law bubble in France and 
the South sea bubble in England. The tulip 
craze in Holland was mentioned as a very 
brilliant illustration of the manner in which 
people are intoxicated by rash and wonderful 
promises, made by unscrupulous advertisers. 

Noreport could do justice to the lecture de- 
livered by this eloquent divine. He lectures 
today on “Grumblers.’’ At. night Dr. DeMotte, 
of DePaw, lectured on ‘The Witchery of a 
Glance; or, Howa Beam of Light Tells Its 
Story.’’ Dr. DeMotte is comparatively a young 
man but enjoys a reputation on both sides of 
the Atlantic. He is tall, slender, wears a 
blonde mustache and is an easy, graceful 
speaker. The lecture of an hour and twenty 
minutes was a brilliant discussion of the ‘‘Phe- 
nomena of Light.’’ The illustrations in the 
way of experiment and projection 
were very fine. The illustrations of the trans- 
feration of sound waves into color waves were 
especially beautiful, and to the ordinary stu- 
dent surprising. The remaining lectures of 
the course should have a Jarge hearing. Take 
it altogether, yesterday wasa good day, and 
added another to-the many good impressions 
Chautauqua has been making for the past four 
weeks.

THE SANITATION OF THE CITY. 


An Expert Plamber Gives His Views onthe 
Subject. 

The presentation of a series of ordinances, 
by the d of health, to regulate the plumb- 
ing of the city, has att much attention, 
The subject isso important that it should be 
—s ily dise ; 

Mr. John Rauschenberg, probably the most 
expert plumber in the city, in talking of the 
work of the board of health, says: 

“I admit that the board of health is doing all 
in its powerto keep the streets and yards 
clean, butthis isnot all it takes to makea 
clean city. Has the board of health the power 
to enter a man’s house and. ipsi:ovt the plumb- 
ing? I think not. Furthermore, would any 
member of the board know whether the plumb- 
ing Was properly trapped and ventilated? I 
think not. There are many houses in Atlanta 
where the water closets, bath tubs, wash basins 
apd sinks are without traps, to say nothing 
about ventilation, and are connected direct to 
sewers, thus forming a reguiar sewer 
gas fine into the houses. There 
are also hundreds of raim water con- 
ductor pipes from verandas, that run direct to 
the sewers and are not trapped, in this way con- 
verting the conductor pipe into a sewer gas 
flue gree | the inmates of up stairs rooms 
with fresh sewer gas through the windows.”’ 

**What is the result of this ?”’ 

“I firmly believe that if there was a proper 
inspection of the plumbing in and about all 
the houses where typhoid fever, diph- 
theria and kindre diseases are 
found, it would develop the fact 
that defective plumbing is the direct cause of 
nine-tenths of the cases. I know residences in 
Atlanta where people died of typhoid fever, 
and there was not a trap under any of the 
water closets or wash basins, the water was 
kept running in the closet all the time and the 
wash basins were kept plugged and the over- 
tiow stopped up with soap to keep back sewer 


vas. 


‘**What is the remedy ?’”’ 

“There is only one remedy, and that is to 
have the legislature empower the city council 
to elect a plumbing inspector, and to adopt or- 
dinances by which fhe inspector has the right 
tO Inspect any man’s house, and if the 
plumbing is not properly constructed, 
to force the owner to have it put in 
first-class sanitary condition, or pat him out 
and lock the house up until it is done. People 
who endanger their own and others’ lives 
through their miserliness should be treated by 
law as other criminals are. All new houses 
should also be inspected, and contractors 
doing defective work heavily fined. The in- 
spector should be a thorough, practical and 
sanitary plumber, and a man of character who 
will do bis duty without fear or favor.”’

A Veritable Palace on Wheels. 


The comfort and luxury of modern railway 
travel would no Ccoubt make a veteran of the stage 
coach and canal-boat era gasp and stare, Each 
season marks an epoch of improvement, and the 
great railway lincs of the country are ever offering 
novelties which indicate advances along the line of 
progress. 

The American people are better housed, better 
fed and better clothed than eny other people on 
the face of the earth; and when one of this great 
nation of travelers starts off on a jaunt ofa thou 
sand miles or so, be expects naturally cnough to 
find all the comforts and conveniences to which he 
is accustomed, attending hisjourney. ‘Travel with 
him must not bring up any suggestions of travail, to 
which it used to be so Dearly allied under the an- 
cient signification of terms; and this expectation of 
his is anticipated by the railway managers in their 
arrangements for his safety, comfort and pleasure 
en route.

either city. Itis the finest. car in serviceon any 
line, and represents the latest development of skill 
and the finest mechanical execution. Even its out- 
side appearance suggests the beauties that adorn 
its interior. Itis of the latest elliptic pattern, with 
antique gold ornamentation. he six-wheeled 
trucks to Insure smooth running and the vestibule 

latforms indicate the latest improvements that 

-~ullbpan has made famous. 

The arched windows with combined sash, suggest 
lightand ventilation. The platform opens upon 
the vestibule with brass“trimmings aud bronze 
hand railings, Highly finished. Coming in atthe 
door the gentlemen's vestibule is first noted, divi- 
ded by an antique arch into smoking room and 
lavatory. Passing these forthe present, througha 
circular passage way, by the tempting luxury of 
the buffet, lavishly displayed between glimpses of 
china and drapery, we have all the elegance of the 
interior presented ina ‘‘coupd’ oiel.’’ A vision of 
zyround glass doors and windows in fantastic trac- 

ng, heavy beveled French plate mirrors, pale blue 
plush upholstery, Spanish mahogany wood work 
and a ceiling of an antique finish with silver ara- 
besque decorations on asky-biue ground, dazzling 
chandeliers of giittering metal and Wilton carpet 
of rich design. The entire effect is that of a soft, 
exquisite harmony of coloring, suggestive of refined 
tasie and expensive fabrics. 

Coming down to details, we note thatthe berth 
fronts exhibit a beautiful grain and texture of the 
wood, Spanish myhogany, and we are told that 
they are cut froman imported log as rarein this 
respect as it is beautiful. The silver-plated lamps 
are adjusted to electric lighting, although 
equally as well adapted for oil. We note 
the division of the interior into 
twelve sections, two of which are cur 
tained off from the remainder by tapestry hangings 
for the exclusive use of-invalids or ladies traveling 
alone. The drawiug room nextinvites an inspec- 
tion of its attractions. Weare struck by the ab- 
sence of the small upper berths. We note again 
the beautiful Spanish mahogany and the portiers 
and hangings of blne silk plush lined with satin, 
silk cords and tasselsin keeping. Allof the com- 
plete toile: attachments of the drawing room are for 
the exciusive use of its occupants. 

Passing from the drawing room into the ladies’ 
vestibule end of the car, the. special feature that at- 
tracts is the provision of two toilet rooms, obviating 
the jealous waitings that often attend upon the 
former provision of but one. 

Returning through the car, the smoking-room, 
with its seating capacity forseven oreight geutle- 
men, so great ar improvement upon the crowding 
inseparable from the former arrangement gtiracts 
us. We are struck by the antique English oak finfsh, 
the olive-green upholstery, the arched roof, adding 
s0 much to its apparent size, the cabinets for smok- 
ing requirements. The lavatory, with its appurte- 
naneces, suggests many improvements over previous 
arrangements of the sort. 

But the distinctive feature of the ‘‘Queechee’’ is 
yet to be siated, 

We notice an entire absence of the old fashioned 
umps and the standing water-coolers, and we then 
ave explained tous the novelty and great ad- 

vantage of the new system of water ont ny 
The water cariying feature is completely revyolu- 
tionized, and tiie water is now supplied from tanks 
under the car by means of air pressure. There 
ate hot and cold water faucets to each basin, and 
the drinking water is taken from a spouting faucet 
yery suggestive of a soda water fountain. The 
c'osets are flushed with an abundant rush of water, 
and this sanitary provision, which appears for the 
first time, will be appreciated by all travelers. The 
water for drinking is cooled by ice, which is not 
melted into the water but cools it by contact with 
the pipesoniy. Inthe same way the hot water 
faucets are fed by pipes passing around the heater 
and thence into the reservoir, 

The air pressure is derived from the air brakes of 
the train, and by an ingenious mechanical arrange- 
ment preserves its pressure independent of the 
brake apparatus, sothat evenan accident to the 
latter would not affect the water supply. This ap- 
pliance also makes practicable its utilization for 
protection against fire; and accordingly we find a 
stand-pipe and hosein both ends of the car, with 
pressure sufficient at either end to throw a stream 
the entire length of the car. The hose can be 
brought.into use by simply turning an ordinary 
globe valve in full view. 

The attractions this finished sample of car cong 
struction present, confirms the estimate of the emi- 
nent Sir JOhn Lubbok, that the pleasure of travel 
is not least of the pleasures of life.

THE MARKET HOUSES. 


The New Plan Generally In- 
: dorsed. 


, ait. 


The Probable Lecation of the Houses Dis- 
cussed—The Prospective Beuefits 
to Atianta’s Citizenship.

“that Atlanta is soon to have market houses; 
thatthe council has taken definite and sensi- 
bie action on tlie subject.”’ 

The same Opinion was expressed by dozens 
of prominent citizens whom the reporteis of 
THe CONSTITUTION met yesterday in their 


walks. 
The plan advocated by Conncilman Moran 


is regarded as practicable, and its early con- 
summation is devowtly wished for by people of 


all classes. 

W hat is thought about it 1s told below, 

Mr.Charles Beermann is an enthusiastic ad - 
yoeate of the plan, He says: “I am heartily 
in favor of markets. For years I have sought 
to induce the people of Atlanta to take the 
necessary steps to secure them. There has 
been no end of talk on the subject, but no 
definite, sensible practical movement has been 
inaugurated until the present project wrs 
brought forward by Mr. Moran. The action 
of the general council insuros, I think, the 
market houses: Every other city in the 
union as large as Atlanta is supplied with 
adequate market facilities. Take Charleston, 
for example; her market house is the pride of 
the city. It is a pleasure to walk through the 
building. Itis kept neat and clean, and the 
business is so admirably regulated that evory- 
tliing in the way of meats, country produce, 
fruits, vegetables» and the like, are kept 
there in the best quality and in abundance. 
The same maybe said of other cities. The 
shops which are staitered al] over Atlanta are 
eye-sores as weil as nuisances. If a person 
wishes to do marketing, he must run all over 
town, and then he will not find what he wishes. 
When we get our markets you will seea big 
change. The quality of meats of all kinds, 
and of other things sold then, will be greatly 
improved. The competition among the butch- 
ers will raise the standard of meats. A person 
will have the option of buying from whomso- 
ever he pleases. |Hecan go from one stall to 
another and select what suits him. Nothing 
started in Atlanta for years has pleased me as 
much as this movement. I think Atlanta 
should have two markethouses—not more. 
One of these should be situated at a place 
convenient to the residents of north Atlanta, 
the other within easy reach of those over the 
other side of the railroad. I believe the best 
scheme will be to have these houses erected 
on the sides of the railway between Broad and 
Whitehall, and Broad and Peachtree streets. 
Solid iron structures ought to be put up, two 
stories high if necessary. But if this cannot 
be- done, some other eligible location can 
doubtless be had. At any rate, we must have 
markets, and we are going to have them, or I 
am sadly mistaken.’’ 

Mr. James O'Neill says that he is pleased 
with the' prospect of markethouses for At- 
anta. ‘I have long thought,” said he, ‘‘that 
the city should have at least two markets. and 
the indications are that we will scon have 
them. The plan is a goed one, and the coun- 
cil should not fail to have it consnmniated.”’ 

‘Let me tell you something,’ said Major 
Sidney Root. “Atlanta is ahead of most 
southern cities in every line except one. The 
city is behind Savannah, Charleston, Augusta, 
and even Macon, in the matter of markets. I 
cannot understand why the building of these 
necessary houses should have been so long de- 
layed. But'lam glad weare to have them. 
As I understand the matter, the action of the 
city council in sustaining Mr. Moran’s plan 
virtually secures two markethouses. This is 
a step in the right direction. The people will 
commend the men who secure forthem proper 
markethouses. lam heartily in favor of the 
scheme.”’ 

‘lam very much interested in the markct 
house project started by Councilman Moran,” 
remarked Mr. Norman, the architect. ‘‘I have 
given the matter a good deal of study. My 
idea is that the markets should be erected be- 
tween Peachtree and Broadjstrects, in the rear 
of the National hotel. This space is not occu- 
vied at present and it probably could be pur- 
chased by the city ata cheap figure. Dut if it 
is not practicable to get this, let the city have 
one [markethouse for south Atlanta and one 
for north Atlanta. Just where they should be 
located Lcannotsay, but they ought to bein 
convenient localities. Atlanta should lose no 
time in abolishing the many meat stores which 
are to be found in nearly every street. Itisa 
wonder that they have not bred disease 
long ago. In these stores are all sorts of. per- 
ishable articles which are permitted to decay. 
The city needs nothing so badly as it needs 
adequaté market houses. I trust that the or- 
dirance introduced by Mr. Moran will be car- 
ried into effect.”’ 

Mr. Walter R. Brown says: “The people of 
Atlanta should congratulate themselves upon 
the fact that they are to have wmarkethous¢cs 
which will be in keeping with the importance 
ofthe city. The idea of a city.with nearly 


markothouse! ,The movementrecently started 


strumental in securing this great desideratuin 
should be regarded as a benefactor tothe city.”’ 

Mr. McClesky says he read with interest the 
ordinance relating to markethouses. ‘It has 
often occurred to me,’ said he, “that Atlanta 


was deficient in one thing: that the city

MAJOR M’KINLEY SPEAKS OF ATLANTA 


The Political Situation as Received in W ash- 
ington—News of Interest from 
_ the National Capital. 


Wasuineton, D. C., August 23.—[Special.} 
Democratic approval here of the president's 
message, on the fisheries question is of an en 
thusiastic character. To the large majority 
of both sonators and representatives, the mes- 
gage. came as a surprise. The senate adjourned 


without hearing it, but it was read in the 


house and listened to with profound attention. 


The president, as usual and with character. | 


istic force, has hit the nail squarely on the 
head. He takes a firm and even anaggressive 
stand in the championship of American inter- 
ests, and he makes it a duty of congress now 
t~ strengthen his arm and clear his path for 


intelligent action. The observation is made | 
on every hand that he shows a mastery of the | 
subject and has exposed the carelessness and | 


superficiality of the republican majority of the 
senate. 

The supplemental logislation, as fixed by the 
president, of congress is such as must be com- 


plied with. The retaliation act of 1887 is gen- | 
eral in tetms. Non-intercourse with Canada | 
is commanded to a degree, but the whole mat- | 


teris left to the president’s discretion. He 
found, however, that any steps: taken under 
that act would be certain to prove of more in- 
jury to Americans than to the Canadians. Fe 
therefore has asked for specific legislation by 
which, if|/retaliation is to be resorted to, it 
may prove hurtful only to Canadians. The 
president/s argument with régard to article 29 
of the treaty of Washington is. thought to- be 
wnanswerable by the best democratic lawyers 
in congress. None of them doubt. that 
tho through transit clause expired in 
1885, with the termination of the fisheries 
articics of the treaty, and all of them marvel 
at the position taken by the republican sena- 
torsin their report on that point. The pres- 
ident of cpurse put the responsibility, thoueh 
not in express terms, on the senate for the 
consequences of the course it has made it nec- 
essaty torjhim to pursue, His own choice was 
another course. Ho caused a treaty to be 


“megotiated, honorable and business-like in 


scope and/character, covering the whole ques- 
tion, anil the senate rejected it, and 
did so in a spirit of partisan anger 
and imperiousness, and at the same 
time gav4 out that negotiations were not in or- 
der. It ds much as said that the only course 
that would be acceptable to it was that of ex- 
treme retaliation. The president, therefore, 
takes it/at- its word and points out,the best 
method biy which retaliation may be practiced. 
He. desi#es first of all to apply the law with 
least danjage to our people,'and that he could 
not do under any general policy of non-inter- 
course for the reason that the business inert- 
course ween the people of the United States 


-and Canada along the northwest boundary 


line is; as intimate, and, except for 
the tariff laws, as uprestrained 
as that between ~ the people 
of any two states in the union. The Canadians, 
however, can be reached through the stoppage 
of their ‘through transit office, in which the 
United Sittates hag no material interest, and by 
taking tolls from their vessels passing through 
American locks.
